Lhe Government has thus refused the 
ex-soldiers’ demand that the three per 
cent. ‘‘cut’’ in pensions should only 
come into force on July 1st. MM. 
Doumergue, the Premier, explained that 
such a concession would throw the whole 
recovery scheme out of gear. 

On the other hand, he agreed that ex- 
Service men’s pensions should continue 
to be included in the Budget, instead of 
being transferred to a special fund 
financed by the National Lottery. 


_A DAILY STRIKE, 


For several days past the employés of 
the Central Telegraph Office have been 
carrying out a daily strike of one hour's 
duration from noon, which has been ac- 
companied by cat-calls and other dis- 
turbances on the part of the extreme 
element.

Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent 
understands that the question of the rela- 
tion between the Soviet Union and the 
League has not yet entered the stage of 
discussing practical conditions.

ANNUITIES. 


POWERS OF 
DISTRAINT. 


TEST CASE TO BE 
BROUGHT. 


By Our Pouriricat CorresPONDENT. 
I ‘HE position of the farmers in the Free 


State in regard to unpaid annuities 
is, I understand, likely to be the subject 
of an important action in the High Courts 
at an early date. 

It will be recalled that in the Land Act, 
1955, powers were giyen to the Land Com- 
mission, when an annuitant defaults in 
his payments, to authorise the County 
Registrar by warrant to collect the amount 
or to distrain in respect of it. This 
action, it appears, is held to be in conflict 
with the right of the citizen to appear 
in a court and make his case in accord- 
ance with the established law, as _ pro- 
vided in the constitution. 

In various parts of the country persons 
in default with their annuities have been 
threatened with an immediate seizure. 
Notices of the intention of the sheriff to 
make seizures within fifteen days have 
been served in various places, and it is 
understood that a test case is likely to 
be brought to establish the validity or 
otherwise of the Land Act of last year, 
which makes this provision. 

It will be recalled that when the Land 
Act was going through the Dail last year 
exception was taken by Opposition 
duputies to this form of procedure, and 
the matter will now, it seems, be tried 
out in the courts. 

It was stated yesterday that a big 
demonstration of farmers of the Free State 
is being arranged to be held in Dublin 
on June 4th next.
